A FROZEN WATER-PIPE 


CAUSES A DISASTROUS EXPLOSION IN THE 
KIRBY HOUSE AT MILWAUKEE. 


Two Persons Killed and a Number of Girls 
Seriously Injured — A Portion of the 
Hotel Wrecked—The Propeller Albany— 
Run Down by an Engine—Casualties. 


MILWAUKES, Wis., November 28.—A shock - 
ing accident occurred at the Kirby House 
shortiy before d o’tlock this morning, a 
boiler used for heating water exploding, en- 
tirely wrecking the rear end of the building, 
burying a number of people beneath the 
ruins, fatally wounding several, and, it is 
feared, killed others outright. The explosion 
occurred at 8:30. The boiler which exploded 
was the ‘hot-water boiler behind the kitchen 
range. The explosion blew out a portion of the 
rear wall of the building, thirty feet in width 
and and extending from the ground to the 
floor of the fourth story. One end 
of the dining-room was wrecked, all 
the tables being knocked over and the dishes 
smashed. Most of the guests had finished 
breakfast. Among those who remained, 
panic reigned, but as far as known none of 
the guests were hurt. The kitchen of the 
hotel was completely wrecked. There were 
abouta dozen girls inthe room at the time, 
and all were buried Deneath the mass of brick 
and mortar. The fire department was on the 
scene within a minute of the explosion.

THE RUINS. 

The alley back of the hotel is piled to the 
depth of four or five feet with debris from the 
wrecked building. The north wall of the 
dining-room was blown in for a distance 
of. fifteen or twenty feet. The firemen 
got water upon the ruins in time to 
extinguish [the flames, which started before 
they had gained much headway. The accident 
was probably caused by the freezing of the 
feed pipe supplyihg the boiler with water. 

Those whose injuries are the most serious 
are Mary Arbukle, Annie Kennedy and Carrie 
Olson, allof whom are terribly burned in ad- 
dition to the bruises which they received. 
There is no hope that Carrie Olson will recover. 


The Propeller Albany. 


DetTrorr, November 28.—The Journal’s 
special from Cheboygan says: ‘‘The propeller 
Albany was released this morning, and aside 
from a small holein her hull is uninjured. 


Her cargo, however, is a complete loss, the 
small portion not thrown overboard being so 
badly damaged by water as to be utterly 
worthless.

Lorpon, November 28.— Thug reception of the 
arbitration delegates in America is watched 
here with much interest, even the Tories, 
always considered the more bellicose party, 
are not unfriendly to their objects. The Daily 
News sums up the opinion of al- 
most all -reputabfe politicians, say- 
ing: “The number of members of 
Parliament signing the memorial is not only 
large, but represents the best intelligence of 
the House. No two nations could better af- 
ford to lead the way in the peace movement. 
Asin gle word from America when she might 
have been thought exhausted, sufficed 
to make Napoleon withdraw hastily 
every French soldier from Mexico. 
A nation 80 strong can afford 
to be the pioneer in peace. There is nothing 
but the friendliest feeling between the two 
people and all that the world knows of Presi- 
dent Cleveland amply jastifies the assumption 
that he will be only too happy to see his way 
to support the proposal.’’ 

A QUIET SUNDAY. 

Sunday passed quietly in Trafalgar 
Square, only a handful of extrem- 
ists ever proposed to assert the right 
of meeting by force. What was wanted 
was a technical case against the police in 
order to settle the matter in the law courts. 
If necessary it will be brought before Parlia- 
ment. The general feeling, even among 
those opposed to meetings on this 
particular spot, is that the Government 
made themselves ridiculous by enrolling spe- 
cial constables, when the existing forces were 
ample, and that specials should be re- 
served for a case of real danger to 
peace, which is not in the least 
likely to occur. The number of constables 
sworn was greatly below the estimate and in- 
cluded men ot all ages and a number of aged 
enthusiasts, for what is called law and order, 
who were the subject of much banter. No 
specials were called on yesterday, but a part 
of them were kept in reserve. 

THE LIMERICK TROUBLES. 

The collisions in Limerick Saturday and yes- 
terday between the police and people might 
have had serious results, but for the good 
sense and cooiness of the Mayor and other 
leaders of the people. Dr. McInerney of New 
York hada splendid reception. He was car- 
ried on the shoulders of the crowd to his 
hotel. Up to a late hour last night 
the police issued from time to time 
from the Barracks batonning everybody they 
came across in the streets. Dr. McInerney 
and the Mayor advised the people to disperse. 
The police ordered lights out in houses and 
skops and threw stones at windows in several 
cases where orders were not instantly obeyed.

LORD AND LADY DALHOUSIE. 


The Death of the Prominent Pair—Their 
Brief Illness.

LONDON, November 28.—The body of Lord

His dependence on her has inclined 
some to think that his death following so soon 
on the death of his wife might have been the 
result of a suicidal act, but this is shown by 
the inquest to be entirely unfounded. They 
had been married just ten years and leave five 
boys, the eldest who succeeds to the title, 
being now 9 years. old. Lord Dalhousie 
and his wife had planned for an 
extended journey through America, 
but her failing health made it 
necessary to cut short the trip. The severe 
cold which she caught just before they sailed 
from New York made her very ill. Lord Dal- 
housie himself was indefatigible in watching 
over his wife on the way over and was thor- 
oughly exhausted physically on the day of his 
wife’s death, which was after their arrival, 
but there was no sign of any mortal malady. 
When he retired for the night he sank to sleep 
and was found dead in his bed in the morning. A 
certificate of death from apoplexy, superin- 
duced by shock and nervous exhaustion, was

Ameeting of prominent citizens was held 
this afternoon at4o’clock at the office of the 
Mayor at City Hall, to take steps to- 
wards securing the next National Democratic 
Convention.

the next Democratic Convention are 
very flattering. We have prepared two let - 
ters, one ot which, if approved by the meet - 
ing, will ve sent to the members ot the Mis- 
sour! delegation in Congress, upon whom we 
rely for assistance in getting the convention. 
I can not say what action will be 
taken. I suppose a committee will 
be appointed to wait on the 


National Committee. It may be that a finan- 
cial committee will be appointed to see what 
amount of money can be raised. I am of the 
opinion, however, that the citizens of St. 
Louis will back up any representations made 
to the committee. The chances of St. Louis 
are very good. “ 
MR. C. O. RAINWATER, 
who is prominent in the movement to secure 


‘the National Democratic Convention for Bt. 


Louis, takes a very Dusiuess-like view of the 
value of inducements to be offered to the Na- 
tional Committee. The first thing to be 
done,’’ said he, ‘‘isto appoint a strong com- 
mittee of St. Louisans to go before the Na- 
tional Committee at its next meeting to present 
the claims of St. Louis and let that committee 
be authorized to say to the National Commit- 
tee, ‘Come to St. Louis and your expenses, 
the expenses of the convention ana of its 
officers will be defrayed.’ That in my opinion 
is the way to present the matter.

ADAM KUEBNER’S NEW TRIAL, 


| A Wife Murderer Who Will Surely Be Con- 


victed Again. 


Adam Kuehner, whose ease was reversed | 
and remanded in the state Supreme Court 
this morning, was convicted of murderin the 
second degree March 31, 1886, when Judge 
Van Wagoner was on the bench. The murder 
committed by him was most cold-blooded, 
and there is no question about his being con- 
victed again at his next trial. By trade he 


was a stonemason, but he married a widow 
with several children anda small amount of 
money, and up working al- 
together. He go off and 
spend her money d come home 
drunk and quarrel with her. When she finally 
refused to supply him with more funds he 
beat her brutaliy, and she had him arrested 
for assault and battery and filed a divorce, 
Kuebner went to their home in the neighbor- 
hood of Keokuk street and IIlinois avenue and 
put her things out on the sidewalk, because she 
would not withdraw the suit. Then he drewa 

istol and shot her. The neighbors would 

ave lynched him had not the officer hurried 
him off. The crime was committed March 80, |

WHY HE GOT A NEW TRIAL. 

In granting him a new trial the Supreme 
Court says: 

Among othererrors assigned isthe action of 
thecourt in allowing (over defendant’s objec- 
tion a petition) for divorce, filed by the de- 
ceused against defentant, to be read as evi- 
dence to the jury. 

The petition contained charges against de- 
fendant (not necessary here to repeat) of the 
most damaging and prejudicial character, and 
if true showed him to be more of a beast than 
a man, and we are at a loss to perceive on 
what ground it was admitted as evidence, un- 
less it is to be found in the following instruc- 
tion given by the court: The court 
instructs the jury that the — 
in a suit for divorce, rought 
13 Kuehner, plaintiff, agalnst Adam 

uehner, defendant, in the Circuit Court of 
the City of St. Louis, was permitted by the 
Court to be read in evidence in this trial for 
the sole purpose of showing the whole of the 
conversation alleged by Thomas J. Walsh in 
his evidence in this trial, to have taken place 
between the said Thomas J. Walsh and the de- 
fendant, Adam Kuehner. 

And the Court further instructs the jury that 
the allegations and statements set forth and 
contained in said petition are not evidence of 
their truth, and must not be considered by the 
jury as evidence tending to prove the truth of 
the allegations and statements set forth and 
contained in said petition. 

By reference to the evidence as it is on the 

record, it appears that he testified he was 
Deputy Sheriff and saw defendxunt on the 
morning of the 30th of May, 1885, at Pad- 
bergh’s saloon, and served a copy of the peti- 
tion for divorce brought against him by his 
wife. He states: ‘‘I read the petition to him 
and gave it to him, and on being asked to zo 
on and tell what occurred, he answered and 
said: ‘‘After reading him the original and 
handing him a copy, he told me, in 
the presence of Padbergh, that the mat- 
ter would be settled that day without 
any lawver, and asked me to have 
a drink, and I took a drink and walked out. 
He was then asked if that was the entire con- 
versation, to which he answered yes. 
As Walsh had testified to the entire conver- 
sation had with defendant, the reason given 
by the Court in its instruction for admitting 
the evidence had no foundation, nor was any 
such reason given when the evidence was re- 
ceived, but it was permitted to,go to the jury 
with the full sanction of the Court and without 
restriction. 

White, counsel for the State, admits in his 
brief that the evidence was irrelevant, it is 
nevertheless insisted that the restriction put 
upon its consideration by the jury in the in- 
struction cured the error in receiving it, and 
that defendant was not prejudiced. 

When the charges made in the petition of 
the character herein before stated are con- 
sidered, its introduction as evidence was 
certainly prejudicial to defendant, und as was 
affirmed inthe case of State vs. Hopper, 71 
Mo, 425, and reaflirmed inthe case of State vs. 
Fredericks & Reed, 8 Mo, 145, on instruction 
to disregard evidence improperly admitted 
would not cure the error of admitting it, if it 
was of a character prejudicial to defendant. 
The case in other respects seems to have been 
weil enough tried but for the error com- 
mitted in the respect noted, the judgment is 
reversed and cause remanded, in which all 
the Judges conour.

WHOLESALE OPERATION OF THE DIVORCE 
| MILE UNDER THE DOME. 


Decrees of Matrimonial Severance Granted 
To-Day by Judges Lubke, Barclay and 
Dillon—The Old Story of Desertion, Dissi- 
pation, Neglect and Infidelity—The Ap- 
plicants and Their Several Complaints— 
Domestic Linen- Washing in Abundance. 


Judges Lubke, Barclay and Dillon handled 
the divorce default mili to-day. At the close 
of the October term in the Circuit Oourt the 
dockets are cleared of all cases of divorce in 
which no answers or defense has been entered 
and the unpleasant business is disposed 
of as rapidly as possible. Default 
day brings together a curious crowd of miser- 
able people seeking release from self-imposed 
matrimonial, fetters. Domestic troubles are 
confined to no particular station In life, and 
the applicants in many instances are men and 
women moving in good social circies. 
To-day the Court-house was thronged 
with young women . chiefly, but 
there were some insiances of marital mistake 
made by persons of both sexes well advanced 


in years. 

The judges are always glad to get through 
with the knot-severing process,for the default 
cases present the same old story of desertion 
or drunknness or failure to support or infidel- 


ity or brutal treatment, rendering the con- 

dition of the applicant intolerable. The fol- 

lowing petitions figured on to-day’s docket. 
SMILED UPON OTHEKS. 

William ©. Icenbower askd for a decree of 
divorce from Lucy Icenhower. They were 
married on the 14th of December, 1878, in St. 
Louis County, and they managed to live to- 
gether until Christmas, 1886. Mr. Icenhower 
declared that he did his duty faithfuliy asa 
husband and made proper provision for his 
wife’s support, comfort and happiness. He 
alleged, however, thatshe became infatuated 
with other men, and he named two or three 
with whom he alleged tnat she was guiity of 
improper relations.

HE GOT TWO YEARS. 


Verdict in the Marstellar Murder Case Does 
Net Suit the Defendant. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning, to which 
hour the Criminal Court nad adjourned Satur- 
day night, the jury in the case of Yucatan Rice 
Marstellar, tried for the murder of Robt. A. 8. 
Steele, returned a verdictof guilty of man- 
slaughterin the fourth degree and fixed his 


punishment at two years in the penitentiary. 
The first ballot taken after they had retired 
Saturday ufternoon resulted in eight votes for 
murder inthe first degree and four for man- 
Slaughter. At 7 o’cluck yesterday morning 
the jury stood nine for manslaughter 
and three for murder in the first 
degree. These three afterwards swung around 
with the majority, and the verdict of man- 
slaughter was agreed upon. At no time was 
there any one in favor of an outright acquittal. 
The jury stated that if there had been an in- 
struction for murder in the second degree, 
they would not have hesitated to give him 
forty or fifty years, but some of them did not 
think that the man deserved hanging. 

Marstellar expressed himself as not satisfied 
with the verdict, but his attorneys, Charles P. 
Johnson and L. D. Sewurd were rather 
jubilant. It is not at all likely that 
they will urge a new trial, though they will 
very likely go through the form of filing a mo- 
tion for one. The üght of the defense was to 
exclude testimony looking toward murder in 
the second degree and to prevent that instruc- 
tion being offered, and in this they were suc- 
cessful. They were feartul that the delibera- 
tion of Marstellar in shooting after he bad 
walked away from Steele would cause the jury 
to punish him severely. The State regrets the 
fact that there was no instruction for murder 
in the second degree, as they now see 
that if there had been Marstellar 
would have been given a long term. The ac- 
tion of the jury in the Gooley case had 
alarmed them, however. They expected he 
would get at least fifty years, and instead was 
acquitted. It is hard to account for the action 
ofajury, anda trial by one is certainly con- 
siderabie of a lottery.

THEY INDIGNANTLY DENY THE OHARGE 
THAT THEY ARE THIEVES. 


An Article in the Globe-Democrat Excites 
the Wrath of a Class of Honest Wage- 
Workers—News Agents Who Have Be- 
come Railroad Officials and Who Oc- 
cupy Other Respectable Business Posi- 
tions—Mr. J. J. Fox of the Unien News 
Company Talks—General Condemnation 
of the Story. 


Considerable indignation was aroused yes- 
terday among the news agents running out of 
this city on railroad trains by an article in the 
Globe-Democrat, in which they were charged 
with grave offenses against propriety end 
bonesty and given a scath!ng well calculated 
to put any man in a highly-unpleasant frame 
of mind. 

Ata meeting on Poplar street the charges 
made in the article in yesterday’s Giobe- 
Democrat were discussed with some warmth, 
and the left ear of that paper must have 
burned with a fever heat it there is any truth 
in the traditional story. A representative 
of the news. agents called at the 
office of the Post-DisPaATCH to-day and 
asked thata denial of the charges be made, 
He spoke with much feeling of the matter, and 
said that he could not understand what object 
the Globe-Democrat could possibly have in 
fathering the number of misrepresentations 
and misstatements made except that it was 
to hurt itself among the men who sell the pa- 
per. 

A TISSUE OF LIES. 

„One would think by reading that article, 
said he, that the newsmen are a lot of black- 
guards, blacklegs, thieves and thugs. I never 
saw so many lies crowded together in that 
space before. In fact everything said in it 
was a misstatement and there wasn’t 
a single piece of truth in the 
whole thing. The man who wrote it 


must have been pretty green or else he never 
traveled on a railroad train in bis life. 
The men who have graduated from this busi- 
ness are respectable men and make good citi- 
zens and many of them 
occupying good sitions 
business and railroad circles. Not 
the agents who run out of this city have saved 
considerable money. They are married men 
and some of them men of family and own their 
own homes, The statement is made by the 
*%lobe-Democrat that we run through the train 
and throw our books and papers on the 
aps of the passengers. Not considering that 
the latter part of the statement is a lie, we 
must walk through the train and ask people 
to buy our goods. They do not come up to us 
and buy what they want, so we must go to 
them. Then the charge is made that 
the news agents are a lot of swindlers. Now, 
if there ever was a lie, that la one. I wonder 
if the Globe-Democrat thinks that the travel- 
ing public is a lot of fools to believe anything 
ofthat kind. It does not seem to know that 
there is a conductor on ~ train that 
runs out of St. Louis and that he is in 
— of the news agents. Why, u is im- 
possible for a news agent on atrain to steel 
anything. If we were public robbers like that 
article makes us out to be, we couldn’t keep 
our positions a single day. Besides that 
it is impossible for us to steal 
Our goods are sold and we get paid for them. 
Newsagents as a class are an energetic lot ot 
people, and they have got to be such to earn 
their living. Their salaries are made up of 
the commissions they make on their sales 
and their business is as legitimate and 
as honestly conducted as any other 
business In the world. There sre plenty of 
railroad officiaisin this country to-day who 
started in life as newsboys on trains and by 
their honesty and industry they have 
risen in the world and made 
themselves. From the Globe-Democrat’s ac- 
count one would inter that their destiny 
was the lockupand the penitentiary instead 
of an official position in a railroad office or 
some other equally honorable position in lite. 
The story of the alleged news agent in the 
Globe-Democrat in 8 dad English 
must have originated in the brain of 
the man who wrote it or else some 
hoodlum must have got hold of him and filled 
him full of wind and lies. In fact the whole 
thing is a tissue of Iles from beginning to end 
and does a — wrong to a body ot good men 
who earn a living by their own hard and hon- 
est endeavor.’’ 
MR. J. J. FOX 

of the Union News Company, for whom a 
large number of the agents in question work, 
said that he could not see why the Globe- 
Democrat could print such a mass of false 
statements, or what good it hoped to accom- 
plish by doing so. ‘‘Why,’’ said he, 
‘*the statements made in that article 
are so very preposterous as to be almost 
humorous. Anybody who has ever traveled 
on a railroad train will see at once that the 
party who wrote the stuff knows nothing at all 
about the matter. The newsboys on the 
ra.lroad are no worse than 
other class of people and are 
just as honest as any class of clerks or em- 
ployes in any line of business. For instance, 
the Globe-Democrat says that one man was 
beaten out of 15 cents, and intimates that the 
news agents are in the habit of stealing and 
embezzling right and left. Now this statement 
is so absurd that one can not help 
but smile when he reads it, and 
wonder what ever got into the head of the 
Globe-Democrat that it permitted such things 
to be printed in its columns. It will certainly 
not do the paper any good in any way. The 
news agents are greatly aggrieved over the 
affair and have deen talking about 
it ever since they saw the paper, 
The newsboys on the trains are under the di- 
rect care of the conductor, and their business 
is an honest one. Nobody with common sense 
will believe that grown-up people will permit 
themselves to be swindled by newsboys, as 
the Globe-Democrat describes it, even if 
the boys had any desire to practice anything 
of the kind, which they have not. I’m sur- 
prised that any paper claiming to have oom 
mon sense and discrimination between facts 
and ordinary tom-foolery would permit such 
a screed to appear in its columns.

A GOOD ORDINANCE 


JUDGE NOONAN SUSTAINS THE MEATSHOP 
LICENSE IMPOSITION. 


History of the Fight Between the Butchers 
and the City - Iwo Ordinances Pro- 
nounced Invalid by Judge Noonan Fre- 
viously—The Third Law Stick — No Dis- 
crimination Found by the Court—The 
Meat-Shop Men Must Pay. 


Judge Noonan, after twice knocking out 
butcher-shop license ordinances, to-day held 
the present ordinance to be good. His de- 
cision in the matter has been looked forward 
to with considerable interest, as it concerns 
every butcher and meat-shop man in tne city. A 
few years ago he knocked out the butchers’ 
license ordinance on the ground that it was 
unconstitutional because it discriminated be- 
tween different meat-shop men,allowing those 
inthe new city jimits, the territory west of 
Grand avenue, to carry on business for $25 
a year, while butchers in the old limits 
were foreed to pay a lioense of $50 
a year. In this decision he was sustained by 
the upper coarts. Then the Municipal As- 
sembly altered the ordinance, Imposing on all 
the meat-shop men the same tax, but giving 
those in the new city limits the privilege of 
also selling meats in a wagon in addition to 
selling from their place of business, while 
those in the old city limits could only sell at 
their place of business. This ordinance Judge 
Noonan also 

DEOLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL 
on the ground that it discriminated in favor of 
the meat-shop men inthe new city Umits, by 
granting them privileges the other meat-shop 
men did not enjoy. The Court of Appeals 
overruled him in this, but the matter was 
catried to the State Supreme Court, where he 
was again sustained. Then the Municipal 
Assembly set to work to draw up the present 
ordinance, which grants all meat-shop men the 
same privileges. Most of the men pronounced 
the ordinance acceptabie, and paid their li- 


censes; butabouta bundred of them deter- 
mined to fight it, and have not paid tho li- 


cense, 
THE TEST CASE 

which was tried to-day, was that of Christian 
Frewogel et al., fined in the Police Court for 
not paying meat-shop licenses. His attorney 
argued that the ordinance was illegal, 
first, because the city had no power 
delegated it by its charter to tax meat-shops 
or butchers; second, because if it was intended 
as a license it was excessive, and in effect a 
tax and therefore void; and third, because it 
was notaniform and discriminated, Jud 
Noonan knocked out the first two points with- 
out any ceremony, declaring that there was 
nothing in them, The thi int he took no- 
tice of and heard arguments in regard to it, 
The meat-shop men held that 

THE ORDINANCE DISCRIMINATED, 
because butchers inside of Union Market were 
allowed to sell only meat and could not sell 
vegetables and fruits, whereas meat-sho 
men about the city could. They also hold th 
under it ro were allowed to sell salt and 
smoked meats, salt fish and vegetables and 
yet were not charged a butcher’s license for 


so doing. 

JUDGE NOONAN 
sald that the grocery business should not be 
curtailed because dealers sold in part some 
goods handled by meatehop men, and in re- 

ard to the point about butchers inside of 

nion Market only being allowed to sell meat 
alone, and not vegetables and fruit, he said 
that there was no such provision in 
the ordinance and that it was on) 
a market rule. When these men rented the 
stands they knew the nature of their contract 
with the city and were willing to t these 
restricted il . He could see no discrimys 
ination in the ordinance and held it to be valid, 
The defendant’s motion to dismiss the case 
was therefore overruled.

The Fishery Commission at Work—Appoint- 
ments by the President. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 28.—The rep- 
resentatives of the United States and Great 
Britain charged with the fishery negotiatious, 
met promptly at noon to-day in the diplomatic 


reception-room at the Department of State. 
This is the second formal meeting of the con- 
ference and all of the members were present, 
as well asthe two secretaries, Messrs. Moore 
and Bergne. The English representatives 
brought with them a number of official docu- 
ments, among them the publications on the 
subject on the fisheries that have recently 
come into the possession of the American ne- 
gotiators In the Canadian Book of Dispatches, 
containing correspondence between the Cana- 
dian and English Governments, which was to 
a certain extent unknown to the Department 
of State, and is expected to prove of value in 
the pending negotiations.

It is announced that when the French 
Chambers meet to-day motions will be 
made to adjourn until Thursday, with the 
understanding that a message containing 
his resignation will then be presented by 
the outgoing Ministers from President 
GREVY. An impeachment for high 
treason is the only means provided by the 
Constitution for removing the President 
of the Republic, yet two of the three 
Presidents it has had in sixteen years 
have been forced to resign—MacMAaHON 
because his strong sympathy with the 
reactionary elements kept him and his 
Cabinets in hot water with a great ma- 
jority of the Deputies, and GRrEvy be- 
cause all the leaders of his own party 
refuse to serve under him since the ex- 
posure of his boodler son-in-law. 

The Republic of THIERS was constituted 
with a view to a facile lapse into constitu- 
tional monarchy without other change 
than the election of a King for life in the 
place of a President elected every seven 
years. But it has been found that France 
is more Republican than her Constitution, 
and that the device of a responsible Min- 
istry, thrown as a tub to the 
majority whale in the Chamber of 
Deputies, will protect neither a sep- 
tennate President nor a King from 
deposition. M. Grrvy is himself re- 
garded as an honest man, and his loyalty 
to the Republic is not doubted, but he has 
to go while his party is in the majority. 
The refusal of the party leaders to take 
office under him, pending the prosecution 
of his son-in-law, compels him to choose 
between resigning and dissolving the 
Chamber. As an appeal to the people, un- 
der the excitement of the recent scandals, 
means gains for the Monarchists and for 
the Radicals rather than for the conser- 
vative Republicans, he is practically com- 
pelled to choose resignation as the least 
of two evils. : 

The election of a new President by the 
Chambers under these circumstances is 
supposed to be attended with danger, and 
will be watched with great interest by 
other nations. Agitation for constitu- 
tional amendments abolishing or recon- 
structing the Presidency and the Senate 
will be mixed up with it, and Orleanist 
intrigues will make the most of the oppor- 
tunity. Butallthe indications are that 
Republicanism in France is still strong 
enough and conservative enough to carry 
the Republic safe through the crisis.

HORSEBACK RIDING. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND TAKING PRIVATE 
LESSONS IN EQUESTRIANISM. 


| The Latest Craze atthe National Capital— 


The Horse Mr. Cleveland Is to Ride— 
Other Presidents as Horseback Riders 
George Washington as a Dude—Chiet 
Magistrates Who Were Fond of Horse 
Racing. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPraTCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., November 2.—The 
President’s lessons at the Washington Riding 
School are private, and there will be no 
chance for instantaneous photographs of his 
falls. He is to ride an English hunter, and if he 
pays the ordinary price for teaching, it will 
cost him $lv0 forthe season. The President’s 
new horse has not yet arrived. He still drives 
the seal browns which cost him $1,000 at the 
beginning of the Presidency. These horses 
are about nine years old. They are 16 
hands high, are well matched and they weigh 
about 2,000 pounds each. They are carriage 
horses, however, rather than riding horses, 
and their step is too heavy forcomfort. The 
suburban rides about Washington are as 
beautiful as those of the Adirondacks, and 
the lanes in the neighborhood of the Presi- 
dent’s country home wind in and out, giving 
niagnificent views at every turn. 

President Cleveland in the selection of 
horseback exercise follows the example of 
President Arthur. During the latter part of 
his term Arthur’s doctor advised him to take 
horseback exercise and for a long time he 
rode out every afternoon. He kept good Ken- 
tucky horses and his black mare was said to 
be the fastest horse in the District of Colum- 
bia. Gen. Grant was noted as a horsebavk 
rider aud he posed for an equestrian statue 
during his Presidency. His faverite horse was 
Cincinnati, then one of the most noted horses 
in the country, and for a whole month he rode 
out day sfter day on this horse to pose for the 
sculptor. He kept 100 horses on his stock farm 
near St. Louis and it was during his adminis- 
tration that the White House stabies 
were built. His body-servant, Har- 
rison, tells me that just before his 
death at the time of the Grant and Ward fall- 
ure,Ferdinand Ward borrowed two fine horses 
from him, took them to the northern part 
of New York, and after the failure forgot to re- 
turn them. Grant’s Arabain horses given 
him by the Sultan of Turkey are, I think, 
on General Ed Bealls’ farm, near Washington. 

WASHINGTON AS A HORSEBACK RIDER. 

President Washington was perhaps the best 
horseback rider of ali the Presidents. He de- 
lighted in hunting and wore a hunting custume 
as loud as that of a steeplechase jockey. HM 
consisted of a blue coat, ascariet waistcoat, 
buckskin breeches and top boots. He hada 
velvet cap on his head, and a long thonged 
whip in his hand. He hunted three times a 
week at Mount Vernon, and his last hunt was 
taken when he was three years older 
than President Cleveland is now, and 
during which he killed astag which weighed 
186 pounds. Washington was fond of his 
horses, and he hada pair of white chargers 
who, according to his grandson, Custis, had 
to be wrapped up in their night clothes before 
they went to sleep, and had their feet blacked, 
their mouths washed and their teeth picked in 
the morning. He wasa dudeasto his eques- 
trian costume, and he imported his riding 
habits, his saddies and his harness from En- 
gland. One of the white horses above spoken 
of was an Arabian, and this was his favorite 
saddie-horse when he was President. He wus 
just as high asthe President’s coach-horse, 
and was full of fire and life and Washington was 
accustomed to ride him beside his wife’s car- 
riage during her drives just as President Cleve- 
land intends to ride beside Mrs. Cleveland’s 
— when be has mastered the art eques- 
trian. 

JEFFERSON AND HARRISON. 

Both Jefferson and Harrison rode on horse- 
back to their inaugurations, Jefferson because 
the coach horses which he had ordered for the 
occasion had not arrived, and Harrison be- 
cause he — — in so doing his triumphal 
march resembied that of the Roman Emperor 
along the Appian Way. Jefferson’s favorite 
saddie horse was named Wildair. His grand- 
daughter, Miss Randolph, says that he was a 
bold and fearless rider and that he delighted 
in riding alone. When his wifedied his only 
solace for grief was found fm his long rides 
about Monticelli, and when he became Presi- 
dent he astonished the ladies of the Cabinet 
who intended to force him togive them. regu- 
lar receptions, by receiving tiem in 
a dusky riding costume, just as he had come 
in from his ride. He wore top boots aii 
spurs lanked along the floor of the 

ouse corridor. He had his whip in bis Bap 
and his uppearance was such that, thou 4 
received the ladies courteously, they did ne 
again attempta similar call. Jefferson is said to 
have tied his horse to the railings of the Capi- 
tol fence when he alighted and walked up to 
his inauguration. Harrison cauxzht his death 
from the inaugural horseback ride He re- 
fused to wear an overeoat and the cold air of 
the 4th of March chilled the marrow of his 


bones. 
ATTENDING HORSE RACES.

Its name 
was Old Whitney, and it followed the fun- 
eral car ofthe dead President to his ve. 
Franklin Pierce used to galiop about the streets 
of Washington at midnight ona blind horse, 
during his Presidency. Herode twice daily, 
and his coachman, who still lives here, tells me 
that he kept eight horses in the White House 
stables. This same coachman says 
Buchanan had one Bet of har- 
ness which cost $800. Its buckles 
were heavily plated witb silver and it had 
flity-six solid silver ‘*B’s’’ in different places 
upon it. Buchanan, however, never rode on 
horseback, but bis niece, Harriet Lane, was 
accustomed to gallop with the other society 
giris of that day over the hilis about 8 
ton.

ANNUAL MESSAGE TO CONGRESS. — 


How the President Works—Considering R-

WaSHINGTON, D. Of, November 2.—The 
President is now hard at work upon his mes- 
sage. He devotes the best part of every after- 
noon to its construction. He writes all his 
own messages. He began the practice when 
he was Mayor of Buffalo, followed it up as 
Governor, and has adhered to it as President. 
He begins the work of the day promptly at 9 
o’clock in the morning. Col. Lamont is on 
hand to greet him. They start in with the 
mail, daily of a voluminous bulk. Constant 
interruptions follow. Hundreds of callers, 
from the man asking for a job to the Cabinet 
Minister or the Governor of a State, are always 
ready to take up the President's time and in- 
terrupt his work. Many are turned away by the 
sagacity and diplomacy of the vigilant Private 
Secretary. But there are callers whom even 
Col. Lamont cannot rebuff. They are distin- 
guished leaders of the party from all over the 
country who come to Washington for no other 
purpose than to shake the President by the 
hand, hope he is well and wish him luck. 

THE CABINET OFFICERS’ REPORTS. 

In the middle of November each of the Cabi- 
net officers presents to the President a synop- 
sis of his report. The President takes each in 
ite turn, carefully digests it and weighs each 
point with the greatest deliberation. His 
knowledge and experience as a lawyer ald him 
materially in this work. He is determined 
to see everything for himself and take 
nothing, even from his most favored Cabinet 
Minister, for granted. He investigates every 
knotty subject with the greatest patience, and 
makes his deductions in his own way. In the 
afternoon he buckles down to his message and 
works at it till the dinner hour. Then he places 
it carefully away till the next afternoon. The 
President has not progressed so rapidly with 
his message as he had hoped. The tariff and 
Internal Revenue problems have delayed him. 
His message win be particularly strong, 
stronger than last year, say the men who have 
talked with him recently, on the necessity of 
revising the tariff and chopping off the In- 
ternal Revenue. The frequent visits of Mr. 
Carlisle and Mr. W. L. Scott to the White 
House, however, are construed into a de- 
termination On their part to persuade the 
President to modify his extreme views. At all 
events, he will leave these important 
measures to be disposed of last. The message 
is expected to be finished by Saturday. 

PRINTING THE MESSAGE. 

On Wednesday the President will send one 
half of the message to the Governmental print- 
ing office. It will be carried by a special mes- 
senger to and from the printing office, because 
six years ago one of President Hayes’ mes- 
sages was stolen. A dispute arose between 
the messenger from the White House and the 
messenger from the printing office. The pres- 
ent system was then adopted, by which the 
responsibility is placed on the Public Printer 
alone. As Mr. Benedict ia known as a watch- 
dog with the sharpest teeth for the publio 
weal, the chances for a slip this year aré more 
remote than ever. Thirty selected men are 
put to work on the message, not because 
they are good and would not steal 
the precious document, but because they are 


fast compositors. They are not put under oath 
of secrecy, because their takes are so small 
that it would avail them nothing were they 
dis ed to be dishonest. They bave a room 
by themselves.

More vigilance is exer- 
cised over the care of the proofs than over the 
composition.

The latter are carried to 
him to revise, and when all the proofs are 
read the galleys are taken from the vault 
where they have been locked up, ran in 
regular form and 100 copies of the full mes- 
sage are ‘‘pulled’’ and forwarded tothe Presi. 
dentfor distribution among the prominent 
newspapers of the country and the various 
press associations.

MME. GERSTER RETIRES. 


ALL THE ENGAGEMENTS OF THE FAMOUS 
SINGER CANCELED. 


She Fails in New York and New Haven—An 
Admission From the Soprano That She 
Cannot Sing as She Should—The Failure 
Laid to a Shattered Nervous System— 
Attractions at the Local Theaters—Millie 
Christine’s Reception — National Opera 
Company’s Opening—Amusement Notes. 


NEw Tonk, November 28.—Mme. Etelka 
Gerster, whom Mr. H. E. Abbey engaged for a 
concert tour of America, started on the pro- 
vinolal tour on Friday and sang Saturday night 
in New Haven. Yesterday morning she re- 
turned to this city, and last night Manager 
Abbey announced that all engagements had 
been canceled for the present, and that Mme. 
Gerster would not attempt to sing again for a 
month or six weeks. Mme. Gerster’s first 
concert last Thursday at the Metropolitan 
Opera- house was a very sad disappointment to 
her old triends. New Yorkers who were 
present at New Haven considered that 
Mme. Gerster did better, but it was perfectly 
apparent that something ailed her voice and 
that she was unegual to the task. The concert 
was therefore as unsatisfactory as its predeces- 
sor in this city had been. What was evident 
to everybody became apparent, Mr. Abbey 
says, to the prima donna herself, and she 
recognized that she could not proceed with ber 
engagement, and voluntarily came back and 
told Mr. Abbey so. She did not return tothe 
Buckingham Hotel, where rooms had been en- 
gaged by Mr. Abbey for her on her arrival a 
fortnight ago, but went directly to her broth- 


er’s house Instead, at 56 East Twenty-fifth 
street. It was there that Manager Abbey saw 
her yesterday. 

‘‘T fee] that I have my voice still and that 1 
can sing, she said to him, but somehow 
when 1 fac an audience now it all goes from 
me. 

Dr. A. G. Gerster, the prima donna’s brother, 
said last night that his sister’s voice was in- 

ured. 

„The trouble is with her nervous system,“ 
he said. ‘‘She cannot stand excitement and 
the slightest strain while singing in public 
seems to break ber down. 

This would Indicate that despite her beliefto 
the contrary, Mme. Gerster has not recovered 
from the nervous shock that compelled her 
retirement fromthe opera stage three years 
ago. When she arrived with Mr. Copleston a 
fortnight ago she told Mr. Abbey, smilingly 
that her voice was just as good as ever and 
that she intended to resume grand opera as 
soon as her engagement with him was filled.

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THE BABY FELL EIGHTY FETT DOWN A 
TWELVE-INCH WELL-TUBE. 


Fished Up to Within Thirty Feet of the 
Surface, and ft Hook Came Back 


Bloody—Then They Dug for Her and Got 


Wichita Dispatch to Kansas City Times. 

F. F. Lewis, one of the leading business men 
of this city, who returned this evening from a 
trip about twenty miles southwest of Scott 
City, says that yesterday, about a mile from 
the thoroughfare, he saw a large crowd of 
people collected near the small dug-out 
where Mr. and Mrs, Hickmeyer lived, and 
going there learned that about noon the only 
child of the couple, Jessie, aged about 2 
years, while playing around the well-tubing, 
accidentally slipped down the tube. As she 
started, the mother, who was about one hun- 
dred feet away, saw her little girl seize the top 
of the tube for a moment, crying and calling 


to her mother. 
The latter, frantic with fright, rushed for - 


ward, but just before reaching her Jessie let 
go of the side of the tube. The cries of the 
mother brought from the farm the father, and 
he soon notified some neighbors, and some 
went with him to the house and others ap- 
pointed themselves as messengers to apprise 
the neighborhood of the accident. 

When the father and a few others arrived at 
the scene the former was overcome with ex- 


citement and fatigue and swooned and was 
carried to the house. The mother was found 
lying near the well unconscious, and she also 
Was carried within and a physician sent for. 

An examination was then begun to find out 
how farthe child had fallen. The tube was 
of galvanized iron and was 110 feetdeep. It 
was 12 inches in diameter for 80 feet and then 
contracted to 8 inches. It was thought that 
the child had fallen eighty feet and was dead, 
but when the men placed their ears to the tube 
her faint cries could be heard. 

A weight attached tothe end of a rope was 
started slowly down the pipe. It went on and 
on and again the men listened, thinking they 
were mistaken, when they thought they could 
hear the cries of the little one. But it was not 
a mistake, and again they commenced lower- 
ing the weight. When eighty feet of the rope 
had disappeared it stopped, and then it was 
certuinly known that the unfortunate little 
child was in aliving tomb eighty feet below 
the surface. 
tion for which there was found no solution, 
until at last one suggested that a grab-hook 
should be attached to the end of the 
rope, and a moment later they were pre- 

aring to carry the plan into execution. A 
Book was found in the house and fastened to 
the rope. It was lowered quickly and soon 
reached the child. Aslight pull showed that 
it had not canght her, andthe men ‘‘fished’ 
almost an hour before the hook was fast. Then 
they commenced to pull and the child 
began to scream louder than ever. 

It was a steady pull for five minutes before 
the body moved. Finally it started and the 
excited farmers burst into tears of delight, 
thinking they would recover the child alive. 
The steady pull of the rope brought the body 
nearer and nearer the surface, and the cries of 
the infant could be more readily heard. 

When about thirty feet below the surface the 
hook gave wae and the body dropped back. 
The hook was brought to the surface and to it 
were found attached pieces of clothing par- 
tially covered with blood. Again they lowered 
the hook and found that the child had fallen 
back to its former position. For some time 
the men tried to get another hold and at last 
succeeded. A gentle pull brought frantic 
cries, and from the situation it was believed 
they could get hold of nothing but the head, 
and it would be marderto pull hard enough to 
move the body, and it was decided to dig down 
the side of the pipe and just before reaching 
the child cut the tube off, thinking that the 
only plan for saving her life. 

Work on that plan began about 8 o’cilock 
esterday afternoon, Mr. Lewis remained at 
he scene until this morning about 9 o’clook, 

when the shalt had been sunk about forty feet, 
and with no unforeseen delay it was thought 
that the child would be reached by S o’clock 
to morrow morning. Quicksand is expected 
ata depth of fifty feet, which will, it is feared, 
cause delay, but the wall of the shaft will be 
made of lumber after reaching sand. Teams 
were sent to Scott City, and some had arrived 
with lumber to be used in making the wali. 


They Found Her Dead. 


From Sunday's WORLD. 

WICHITA, Kan., November 19.—The excava- 
tions for the rescue of little Jessie Hickmeyer, 
who fell into a pipe and slid down a distance 


of eighty feet, were continued yesterday and 
until 2 o’clock this morning, when the little 
one’s body was taken out. It was Wednesday 
afternoon when she fell into the tube. Her 
first fall was only thirty feet, but efforts made 
to rescue her caused her to slip 
down fifty feet more, to where 
the tube narrowed, and there she 
lodged. Hercries and sobs were heard until 
Thursday at intervals, quite distinctly, and 
then died away. The poor mother sat weep- 
ing by the side of the well, refusing rest or 
tood until the search had ended. The ac- 
cessions to the working force from the 
country around continued until last night, 
but the extreme danger of the task became 
apparent as soon as the sandy subsoil was 
reached. The pit caved in several times, but 
fortunately no one was injured. At last, at a 
depth of about — feet, the pipe was 
reached, the tubing broken in and the impris- 
oned child taken out. She was dead and had 
been, it was thought, for several hours.

NEW YORK SPORTS WIN MONEY AT A 
SMOKING MATCH. 


Francis Keene Lights His Tenth Pipe and 
Defeats Wm. Fayer—The Room Filled 
With the Fumes of Tobacco—A New De- 
vice for Starting Running Horses 
Sketches of Hutchens and Gent—Sport- 
ing News and Notes—The Deserted Dia- 
mond. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. : 
New YORK, November 2.—Francis Keen 
and William Fayer are wellknown characters 
at the various sporting houses in Brooklyn. 
They are constant smokers, and either is rarely 
seen withouta pipe in his mouth. A week 
ago some local sports began to talk about the 
ability of these men in the smoking line, and 
the talk waxed warm. The little party split up 
into Keene and Fayer adherents, the result be- 
ing that asmoking match was arranged, and 
on Thursday night there gathered a number of 
men about town in South Atlantic Hotel, where 
they witnessed a novel contest. There was a 
table in the center of a large room, and on the 
table were two clay pipes and a pound of 
strong tobacco. The contestants walked in 
and took pesitions at opposite sides of the 
table as though the task before them was a 
pleasant one. The men resolutely filled the 
pipes and exactly at S o’clock word was given 
to go. Each man began to puff and the first 
ring of smoke came from Keene’s mouth. 
Then the two men settled down to see who 
could convert the greater amount of tobacco 
into ashes and smoke inthe lesser time. 80 
dense did the clouds become about the heads 
of the contestants that they could not be seen 
by the people they were entertaining. Away 
they puffed keeping neck and neck, and each 
man consuming the same amount of tobacco. 
As each man finished a pipeful his 
friends cheered him. Soon it was noticed 


that Keene was not puffing so vigorously as he 
had been and there was joy in the Fayer cor- 
ner, but the joy was not of long duration, for 
Fayer appeared to lose strength, and then fol- 
lowed a general relaxation of the muscles of 
both men. The contest then became mere in- 
teresting, because more critical, and at each 
puff the two faces become paler. Keene felt 
that he was near the end of his eat 
smoke, but his weary heart was stimulated 
when he glanced at the face of his antago- 
nist. From that time out it required many 
cheering words from friends to keep the men 
attheir work. At 9:26 o’clock, the two men 
were still at a tie, each had consumed nine 
pipefuls of tobacco. Keene filled his pipe for 
the tenth time, but Fayer turned away from 
the table adefeated man. A collation was 
served iater in the evening; neither of the 
contestants partook of the good things that 
were served. Fayer was sea-sick, and Keene 
was so elated at his victory that he had lost 
his appetite. 
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A GOOD IDEA. 


New Method of Starting Running Horses 
Tried in California. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

A new device for starting running horses 
has been patented by P. A. Finigan of Cali- 
fornia. It consists of four permanent posts, 
twoonthe outside of thetrack, or starting 
point, andtwo onthe inside; these posts to 
be of any desired height, say twenty-five feet; 
the posts to be opposite each other or at right 
angles. From the outside posts there isa 


strong rope with a loop fastening toslip over 
the top. Then these two ropes are 
taken over to the other posts, on the in- 
side at the top of which is a patent block 
for these ropes to pass over, with a small 
windlass so as to make them perfectiy taut. 
They have adjustable rings, about five feet 
apart, from which small cords are attached by 
suaps. The one in front and the one in the 
back are to support a canvas or rubber parti- 
tion, making as many stalls as is desired with- 
out any horse or rider seeing the other, all the 
animals standing at ease looking at the starter 
or waiting for the tap of the drum or any other

6 given, he is simply sent back with a repri- 
mand not to repeat it under a severe penalty; 
therefore, there cannot be any advantage by 
jockeying gained in the start. All are on even 
terms after the horses getthe word ‘‘Go.’’ 
This light structure or apparatus can be re- 
moved in five seconds actual time. If wanted 
at thesame place for the next start it is sim- 
ply pulled to one side, and the horses pass and 
repass without anything to interfere or 
frighten them. With a smal! curtain in front, 
the horses, and particularly young ones, 
will feel at ease. If necessary, a man can 
stand behind the line of starters with a small 
cord, which is stretched in the rear of all, and 
when g ven the signal fora ‘‘go’’ he pulls the 
cord so as to strike all the horses simul- 
taneously and dispatch them on equal terins. 
Previous to the signal for starting the curtain 
in front of the horses can be removed almost 
instantly with a slight movement, leaving the 
stalle all open. To be fully appreciated and 
understood the new device for starting horses 
must be seen when in operation. 

The apparatus was tested at the Oakland 
track on November bina dash race of one 
mile and a half, and the San Francisco Call re- 
ports: The horses are stationed on the track 
in what may be fittingly termed an improvised 
stable, which is divided into stalls. The horses 
are arranged in such a manner in the stalis 
that neither they nor riders can see each other 
consequently there can be no jockeying. Ata 
given signal an attendant, who is sta- 
tioned behind the animals, pulls a rope 
which etretches across the track, 
and everything is in readiness 
for the stert when the canvas is removed. On 
the sound ofa bell or tap of a drum the at- 
tendant in the rear touches a spring and the 
rope, which stretches immediately over the 
borses’ backs, strikes the animals almost sim- 
ultancously, and the bunch of six or ten, or 
whatever number they may be, shoot out of 
the stables together, and the result is a per- 
fectly even start. A good horse by this scheme 
will never get left at the post, and this is one 
of the principal reasons that induced the in- 
ventor to study.uponascheme which would 
remove an undesirable incident in horse- 
racing. 
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HUTCHENS AND GENT, 


Sketches of the Men Who Ran One of the 
Finest Races in England. 


The London Sportsman gives the following 
sketches ot Hutchens and Gent incidental to 
their championship race, which Gent won in 
11% teconds: 

It is many years now since a really first-class 
pedestrian contest was decided on Tyneside, 
but the match for £100a side and the 120- yards 
sprint championship between Henry Hutch- 


ens ot Putney, and Henry Gent of Darling- 


ton, which was brought off on Saturday after- 


noon at the Eslington Park Grounds, Gates- 
head, came as a relief to the recent monotony. 
Henry Hutchens, who was born at Putney 
on February 27, 1856, stands 5 feet ll inches in 
height. He was ty goed connected with 
Messrs. W. H. Smith & Sous as a newspaper 
boy» in which capacity he had plenty of 
pedestrian ractice; but success in three 
private matches fairly ushered him on to the 
8 he then gave his attention 
to small bandicaps in the neighborhood of 
London. He also won some handicaps at 
Derby and Wales, and then turned his atten- 
tion to the great pedestrian center—Sheftield. 
He made his debut there in the Shemield 
Shrovetide Handicap on March 4 and 5, 1878,

THE MORMON CHURCH. 


Its Influence Failing and Immigration 
Ceasing. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcH. 

NEW YORK, November 26.—The seizure of 
the books and property of the Mormon 
Church at Salt Lake City, by Marshal Dyer, 
and the evident intention on the 
part of the representatives of the 
United States Government to keep a 


sharp eye upon the Latter Day Saints has 
caused great consternation among the dis- 
ciples of the peculiar faith. A reporter who 
was detailed to interview Mr. J. H. Hart, the 
New York agent of the Mormons, this morning 
visited the building on Battery Place, 
in which the agent had an office for 
several years. The office was found closed, 
and Mr. Hart was not to be found anywhere 
about the city. At Castle Garden Chief-Clerk 
Gienn said that the converts to Mormon- 
ism had stopped coming from Europe 
to the United States. It W ters 
thought that the trouble which had arisen 
between the Mormons and the Government 
bad acted as a wet blanket upon the work of 
the Missionaries. People did not care to join 
their fortunes with an institution the faith of 
which was clouded with uncertainty.
